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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


The  Liberal  Arts  College,  a  Reservoir 
for  Military  Leadership 

THE  place  of  high  importance  which  the  Liberal  Arts 
College  holds  in  the  educational  field  and  in  the  life 
of  the  country  generally  has  always  been  a  favored  sub- 
ject of  the  Record.    Heretofore,  of 
course,   we   have   had    in   mind    its 
value  in  the  normal  times  of  peace. 
But    even    with    war,    such    as    the 
conflict  now  raging  with  unabated 
fury  on  every  continent,  occasion- 
ing as  it  does  vast  changes  and  re- 
adjustments, this  thesis  still  holds 
true. 

The  value  of  the  Liberal  Arts  Col- 
lege is  strikingly  set  out  in  a  statement 
recently  made  before  the  Committee 
of  Military  Affairs  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  by  Dr.  Alexander 
Guerry,  President  of  the  University 
of  the  South.  He  takes  the  posi- 
tion that  Liberal  Arts  institutions 
are  invaluable  sources  from  which 
leaders  in  the  armed  forces  may  be 
drawn.  By  Liberal  Arts  education 
he  says:  "I  mean  the  study  in  the 
great  fields  of  knowledge  like 
History,  Literature,  Letters,  Philos- 
ophy, Government,  etc.,  or  general 
education  as  opposed  to  or  com- 
pared   with    special    training." 

"As  I  understand  it,  the  Army 
and  Navy  program  means,"  he  con- 
tinues,   "the    practical    elimination 

for  the  duration  of  the  war,  or  at  least  a  great  curtailment, 
of  Liberal  Arts  education."  This  he  thinks  is  a  great 
misfortune  for  the  war  effort  and  for  the  country  .  .  . 
"because  it  deprives  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  finest 
sort  of  material  for  leadership — officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  first-class  privates." 

He  quotes  from  General  De  Gaulle,  in  his  book  "The 
Army  of  the  Future,"  where  the  officer  states  that  the 
real  school  of  leadership,  including  military  leadership, 
is  general  culture,  which  is  Liberal  Arts  education. 

"Many  men  in  the  Army  and  Navy,"  he  goes  on, 
"have  said  that  we  must  understand  the  issues  involved 
in  this  war  in  order  to  win  the  war  and  the  peace  after 
the  war."  Dr.  Guerry  adds  that  he  is  aware  that  "in 
some  camps  the  point  is  made  of  telling  the  men  the 
issues  in  the  war  and  what  it  is  about,"  but  that  this  he 
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does  not  regard  as  sufficient;  for  "after  all,  education 
is  an  experience,  an  experience  in  the  values  of  life  through 
the  study  in  the  great  fields  of  knowledge."  He  quotes 
from  a  recent  editorial  in  the  Louisville  Courier-Journal, 
which  quotation  puts  the  matter  so  clearly  and  force- 
fully that  we  in  turn  quote  it  here: 

"When  the  continuity  of  life 
is  lost,  all  is  lost.  A  break  from 
the  past  is  the  most  fearful  of 
all  calamities  that  can  befall  man; 
and  that  can  happen,  and  if  it 
happens,  there  will  be  another 
period  of  the  Dark  Ages.  The 
central  danger  to  the  world  to- 
day is  that  the  barbarian  will 
cut  the  web  of  history,  and  the 
central  task  of  our  world  is  to 
preserve  the  web  of  history." 
The  writer  of  this  editorial  evi- 
dently has  in  mind  what  occurred 
in  the  fifth  century  when  the  Ger- 
manic peoples  overran  Italy  and 
sacked  Rome,  marking  the  begin- 
ning of  the  end  of  the  Roman 
Empire.  With  it  came  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  culture,  learning  and 
order  which  the  Romans  had 
brought  to  most  of  Europe — that 
500-year  period  known  as  the  Dark 
Ages.  The  editor  manifestly  fears 
that  should  the  descendants  of 
these  same  Germans — whose  bar- 
baric nature  after  all  the  centuries 
which  have  followed  remains  un- 
changed, except  their  barbarism 
has  become  scientific — be  successful  in  this  war,  there 
would  follow  another  age  of  darkness.  Nazi  Germany 
by  putting  to  use  its  scientific  knowledge,  as  she  is  now 
doing,  would  destroy  and  blot  out  the  finer  things  and 
ideals  which  have  been  attained  through  centuries  of 
struggle.  In  other  words,  bring  about  another  period  of 
Dark  Ages — this  time  one  of  Cimmerian  blackness. 

Dr.  Guerry  makes  this  suggestion,  that  a  number  of 
men  be  taken  by  the  Army  and  Navy  and  sent  to  college 
along  with  men  who  would  be  sent  for  specific  training, 
and  trained  in  the  liberal  arts  education  for  16  to  24 
months.  He  has  not  in  mind  by  this  method  saving  the 
colleges,  for  if  it  became  necessary  to  win  the  war — as 
great  as  would  be  the  calamity — he  would  be  willing 
to  the  closing  of  the  doors  of  all  Liberal  Arts  Colleges, 
including  his  own. 
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As  Dr.  Guerry  so  well  says,  "a  nation  is  the  result 
of  its  educational  processes."  And  this  is  well  illustrated 
by  Germany.  Germany's  educational  program  has  not 
been  inspired  by  ideals  or  culture,  but  by  the  purely 
materialistic,  and  has  "lost  all  sense  of  the  precepts  of 
freedom,  justice  and  the  dignity  of  man."  And  adds, 
"It  has  built  up  a  mind  of  brutality,  oppression  and 
cruelty"  ...  "It  has  lost  its  birthright." 

Naturally  he  fears  that  a  technical  and  mechanical 
program  at  the  expense  of  a  liberal  arts  education  may 
bring  a  similar  calamity  to  our  own  nation. 

That  Dr.  Guerry  has  a  great  stake  in  this  war  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  he  has  a  son  "flying  as  a  pilot  in  the 
Army  Air  Corps  above  the  skies  of  New  Guinea." 

The  Record  is  so  heartily  in  accord  with  Dr.  Guerry 
that  but  for  the  lack  of  space,  his  statement  would  be 
set  out  in  its  entirety.  Hampden-Sydney's  invaluable 
place  in  the  life  of  our  State  is  and  always  has  been  its 
unyielding  determination  always  to  be  a  college  of  the 
liberal  arts.  A  proof  of  its  ability  to  produce  leaders  in 
every  walk  of  life  is  abundant.  The  fact  is  that  at  the 
present  time  nearly  800  of  its  former  students  are  in  the 
armed  services,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  either  officers  or 
at  officers'  training  camps. 


A  Handsome  Editorial 

FIRST  IN  WAR  AS  IN  PEACE 
When  honors  for  outstanding  achievement  in  peace  have 
been  passed  out,  Virginia's  Hampden-Sydney  College  has 
had  something  more  than  its  proportion.  The  little 
Presbyterian  institution  that  is  nearly  as  old  as  the  nation, 
long  has  enjoyed  the  distinction  of  placing  a  higher  per- 
centage of  its  alumni  in  Who's  Who  in  America  than  any 
other  college  or  university. 

Now  that  the  nation  is  engaged  in  war  and  doctors, 
lawyers,  preachers,  educators  and  business  men  have 
donned  uniforms,  the  Alumni  Fund  Secretary  down  at 
Hampden-Sydney  has  checked  over  the  record.  She  finds 
that  20.3  per  cent — or  668 — of  the  college's  living  alumni 
are  under  arms  in  the  service  of  their  country.  Other 
colleges  can  outnumber  this  record,  just  as  they  outnumber 
the  Tigers  in  active  students,  but  how  many  schools  can 
claim  more  than  a  fifth  of  the  alumni  are  now  in  uniform.' 
The  U.  S.  Military  and  Naval  Academies,  of  course,  and 
perhaps  V.  M.  I.,  The  Citadel  and  Penn  Military  College. 
We  doubt  all  five  of  these  can  better  the  Hampden-Sydney 
record. 

The  sound  grounding  in  liberal  arts  for  which  the  little 
Virginia  college  is  noted  seems  to  provide  a  foundation 
for  any  kind  of  career.  There  is  no  substitute  for  straight, 
sound  thinking — a  specialty  at  Death  Valley.

The  War  Brings  Out  the  Stuff  of  Which 
Our  Youth  is  Made 

FOR  some  years  past  concern  has  been  felt  and  mis- 
givings expressed  with  regard  to  our  youths  as 
observed  in  our  colleges.  It  has  appeared  at  times  that 
many  of  them  seemed  wanting  in  a  sense  of  responsibility, 
were  pleasure  bent,  and — so  far  as  their  work  was  con- 
cerned— were  content  "to  get  by."  In  fact,  some  did 
not   even    care   to   achieve   this   very   limited    ambition. 


They  appeared  careless  of  obligations,  and  not  particu- 
larly interested  in  the  maintenance  of  the  good  name 
of  their  college.  Of  course,  as  always,  there  were  con- 
scientious, hardworking,  ambitious  students.  But  many 
of  us  older  people  sometimes  felt  an  uneasiness  as  to 
what  to  expect  of  this  generation,  what  confidence  should 
be  reposed  in  them  to  carry  on  when  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  devolved  upon  them. 

Now  these  doubts  and  fears  have  been  dissipated.  The 
response  which  these  young  men  have  made  to  their 
country's  call,  the  willingness  to  meet  any  kind  of  hard- 
ship, to  undergo  the  grilling  of  the  training  camps  of  the 
air  corps,  the  tank  forces,  the  infantry,  artillery,  and  of 
the  Navy  in  all  its  departments,  and  cheerfully  and  with 
high  spirits  to  face  the  dangers  of  combat  on  land,  on 
sea,  and  in  the  air,  show  the  stuff  of  which  they  are 
made. 

Recently  a  father  whose  two  boys  are  in  the  service, 
each  an  air  pilot,  neither  of  whom  had  taken  seriously 
his  college  work  and  apparently  lacking  in  ambition, 
in  speaking  of  them,  remarked  that  in  his  opinion  the 
present  generation  was  made  of  finer  material  than  that 
of  their  fathers. 

With  such  spirit  and  stamina,  with  such  courage  and 
determination,  with  such  cheerfulness  in  meeting  the 
hazards  of  this  bloody  conflict,  we  may  feel  confident 
that  they  are  sound  in  the  fundamentals  which  make 
good  citizens.  We  may  have  the  assured  confidence  that 
when  they  have  brought  to  their  knees  the  international 
gangsters  and  free-booters,  and  return  to  the  pursuits 
of  peace  in  their  native  land,  in  their  keeping  the  future 
of  our  country  will  indeed  be  secure. 


Marine  Captain  Returns  from  Hot 
Guadalcanal  Fight 

"Sure  it  was  a  tough  fight,"  said  Captain  Francis  Leigh 
Orgain,  who  has  just  arrived  on  a  month's  leave  after 
spending  five  months  with  the  U.  S.  Marines  at  Guadal- 
canal. He  was  among  the  first  Marines  to  land  and  the 
last  to  leave  Guadalcanal.  He  joined  his  wife,  the  former 
Miss  Dolly  Dunnington,  and  his  son,  Francis  Leigh 
Orgain,  Jr.,  here  Tuesday  morning.  Waiting  for  him  also 
were  his  mother,  Mrs.  Ruby  Leigh  Orgain,  and  his  sister, 
Miss  Parke  Leigh  Orgain,  of  Dinwiddle,  Va.  A  happy 
reunion  took  place  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Orgain's  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  W.  Dunnington,  but  Captain  Orgain 
was  especially  interested  in  his  son,  who  was  born  while 
he  was  engaged  in  fighting  Japs  on  Guadalcanal. 

Captain  Orgain  is  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  joined  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  in  November, 
1940. 

"Our  company  was  twenty  minutes  behind  the  first 
landing  barge,"  said  Captain  Orgain.  "The  Navy  had 
laid  down  a  barrage  for  us  and  we  experienced  no  difficulty 
in  making  the  landing  as  every  Jap  had  taken  to  the  hills. 
But  when  we  proceeded  inland  it  was  every  man  for 
himself  and  we  ran  into  stiff  resistance.  Happily,  we 
succeeded  in  driving  the  enemy  out." 

"The  weather.?  Well,  it  stays  about  100  degrees  there 
the  year  around,  but  we  got  good  breezes  and  it  wasn't 
so  bad." 

Captain  Orgain  expects  to  spend  his  leave  in  Farm- 
ville  and  at  his  home  in  Dinwiddle.

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Dear  Alumnus: 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  issue  of  the  Record  has 
been  delayed,  I  am  writing  to  you  on  April  1 6th. 

Thus    far    I    have    attended    meetings    in    New    York, 
Richmond,  Norfolk,  Roanoke,  and  Waynesboro.    I  expect 
to    be    in    Petersburg   and    Charleston    within    a    month. 
These  meetings  are  a  very  great 
pleasure,  and  I  only  wish  every 
alumnus  could  attend   at  least 
one  a  year. 

At  the  moment  our  enroll- 
ment is  right  at  200.  The 
faculty  remains  at  18.  While 
we  will  doubtless  have  a  further 
falling  off  of  students  within 
the  next  few  weeks,  we  should 
keep  near  200  until  the  end  of 
this   present   term — Ma}-   25th. 

Hampden-Sydney  now  has 
over  700  men  in  the  armed 
forces.  Most  of  them  are 
either  officers  or  in  officers' 
training  camps.  The  boys  are 
all  over  the  world.  Splendid 
reports  are  coming  in  with 
regard  to  the  work  they  are 
doing.  The  letters  from  this 
group  are  doubly  welcomed 
and  deeply  appreciated. 

Some  weeks  ago  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  selected  by  the 
Navy  for  the  establishment  of 
a  V-12  unit.  This  meant  we 
would  be  inspected,  and  if 
found  satisfactory,  the  Unit 
would  be  placed  here  about 
July  I.  A  group  of  Naval 
inspectors  arrived  a  few  daj^s 
after  the  selection  and  gave 
us   a   very   careful   going   over. 

I  can  only  say  that  the  group  seemed  much  pleased  with 
what  they  found.  I  had  hoped  by  this  time  to  be  able 
to  give  you  the  final  decision  of  the  Navy.  I  am  not, 
but  I  think  it  fair  to  say  that  it  does  appear  we  will 
have  this  unit. 

The  Alumni  Fund  has  been  most  successful.  Dr. 
Wallace  Blanton,  Chairman  for  this  year,  expressed  the 
results  as  "astounding."  We  are  now  over  ^15,000.  This 
amount  comes  from  924  subscribers.  The  response  on 
the  part  of  our  Alumni  will  mean  more  than  ever  to  the 
college  in  a  year  like  this. 

Needless  to  say,  these  are  difficult  times  for  all  educa- 
tional institutions,  especially  for  those  devoted  entirely  to 
the  liberal  arts.  And  yet  there  are  things  that  encourage. 
It  is  the  profound  conviction  of  many  able  men  that  in 
spite  of  conditions  created  by  the  war,  unless  liberal  arts 
education  continues,  it  will  be  a  national  calamity.  The 
right  kind  of  leadership  is  always  a  necessity.  Certainly  not 
in  years  has  the  demand  for  rounded  leadership  been  so 
desperate  as  it  is  today  and  as  it  will  be  in  the  years  ahead. 


The  following  paragraph  by  Chancellor  Guerr\-  in  The 
Sewanee  Review  will  express  the  view  of  many: 

We  believe  that  a  man  is  a  leader  because  of  certain 
essential  qualities  of  mind  and  character.  We  believe 
that  military  leadership  as  well  as  leadership  in  any 
other  field  depends  upon  these  qualities.  Among  these 
qualities  of  mind  and  character  are  intellectual  resource- 
fulness, power  and  versatility 
of  mind,  comprehension,  in- 
sight, understanding,  resolu- 
tion, initiative,  imagination  and 
creative  ability.  We  believe 
that  liberal  arts  education  more 
than  any  other  means  endows 
a   man  with   these   qualities. 

The  accuracy  of  this  view  is 
borne  out  by  the  record  of 
Hampden-Sydney.  Out  of  all 
proportion  to  the  size,  financial 
resources,  and  equipment  of  the 
college,  Hampden-Sydney  grad- 
uates have  become  men  of  real 
leadership.

Tommy  Johns  Receives  Unusual  Gift 

In  1923,  Honorable  Rosewell  Page,  beloved  Virginia 
statesman  and  gentleman,  pulled  a  book  from  his  fine 
library  at  his  old  home  in  Hanover  County,  a  copy  of 
Horace's  Odes,  and  after  inscribing  it  he  gave  it  to 
Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  then  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
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College.  Said  Mr.  Page,  "This  is  to  be  giv^en  to  my 
grandson,  Thomas  Nelson  Page  Johns,  if  and  when  he 
is  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  College." 

The  book  was  purchased  in  Rome  by  Honorable  Thomas 
Nelson  Page,  when  he  was  American  Ambassador  to 
Italy. 

Young  Johns,  only  son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  S.  Johns, 
of  Richmond,  \'a.,  received  this  book  when  he  graduated 
on  February  24th.  The  presentation  was  made  by 
Professor  Graves  H.  Thompson,  head  of  the  Latin  De- 
partment. It  is  of  special  interest  that  his  maternal 
grandmother,  his  parents,  his  three  sisters,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Rosewell  Page.  Jr..  were  present  to  witness  the 
presentation. 

February  Commencement  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty-Seventh  Session 

War-times  are  not  new  to  Hampden-Sydney.  Often 
the  College  has  faced  and  lived  through  hard  times  and 
often  she  has  had  to  change  her  program  to  meet  unusual 
conditions.  Something  of  the  kind  was  illustrated  during 
this  winter  when,  on  account  of  an  accelerated  program 
caused  b}-  the  war,  the  College  held  its  first  winter-time 
commencement.  The  dates  were  February  2ist-24th. 
The  baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered  on  Sunda\', 
February  21st,  by  the  Reverend  Dunbar  H.  Ogden,  Jr., 
Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Staunton,  Va. 
The  message  was  based  on  the  120th  Psalm  and  the 
heart  of  the  sermon  was  the  fact  that  truth  needs  defense 
even  in  the  time  of  war  and  that  war  may  be  waged 
without  the  Christian's  searing  his  soul  with  hate.  God 
speaks  to  His  children  now  even  as  he  spoke  to  the 
Psalmist  in  time  of  war. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  Tuesda}'  afternoon  in  the 
library.  President  Gammon  gave  a  detailed  report  on 
the  state  of  the  College  in  these  war  days.  Only  routine 
matters  were  acted  upon  by  the  trustees. 

Tuesday  evening  President  and  Mrs.  Gammon  held  a 
reception  at  their  home,  '"Middlecourt,"  for  the  seniors 
and  their  parents,  the  trustees,  and  members  of  the 
faculty  and  their  wives. 

Wednesday,  Februar)'  24th,  was  Commencement.  The 
invocation  was  given  by  Dr.  B.  R.  Lacy  of  the  Trustees. 
President  Gammon  then  introduced  Dr.  A.  L.  Currie, 
Pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond, 
Va.,  who  addressed  the  graduates  on  the  theme,  "Chris- 
tianity Up  To  Date."  The  speaker  by  apt  illustrations 
chosen  from  the  various  theaters  of  war,  showed  that 
the  Christian  ideal  need  not  be  surrendered  in  the  midst 
of  conflict.  He  emphasized  to  the  men  about  to  graduate 
that  as  they  left  to  join  the  ranks  of  those  fighting  for 
freedom  that  they  maintain  their  integrity  of  soul  as 
good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ. 

President  Gammon  announced  that  the  following 
seniors,  having  maintained  an  average  of  90  or  better  in 
their  studies  during  their  college  careers,  had  been  elected 
to  membership  in  the  William  H.  Whiting  Scholarship 
Society:

Dean  David  C.  Wilson  then  announced  the  names  of 
the  graduates,  nine  of  whom  were  away  at  the  war. 
President  Gammon  delivered  the  diplomas  to  the  seven- 
teen who  were  able  to  be  present.  He  likewise  delivered 
a  message  of  farewell  on  behalf  of  himself,  the  faculty 
and  trustees. 

Reverend  E.  T.  Wellford,  D.  D.,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  pronounced  the  benediction,  the  seniors  sang 
the  Hymn,  thus  concluding  Hampden-Sydney's  first 
Winter  Commencement.

The  Squires  Brothers,  Forced  Down  at 
Sea,  Are  Rescued 

The  Norfolk  Ledger-Dispatch  of  January  14,  1943, 
carried  a  graphic  story  in  regard  to  these  boys  which 
we  quote  in   part:

The  Squires  brothers,  Tappey,  Jr.,  and  Graham  B., 
inseparable  in  civilian  life,  met  their  hour  of  adventure 
and  uncertainty  as  they  had  lived,  together. 

The  young  men,  sons  of  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  T. 
Squires,  now  ensigns  in  the  United  States  Navy  Air 
Corps,  found  themselves  in  a  most  dangerous  situation 
when  the  plane  they  were  flying  was  forced  down  at  sea. 

Out  of  sight  of  their  fellow  fliers,  tossed  about  by  a 
restless  sea,  their  plane  without  fuel,  the  boys  stood  face 
to  face  with  the  unknown  as  they  had  faced  other  situa- 
tions in  life  .  .  .  together. 

Hours  passed  and  then  out  of  the  gloom  came  their 
rescuers  .  .  .  men  who  took  the  young  officers  and  their 
plane  to  a  neutral  port. 

The  boys  were  assigned  to  the  same  air  squadron 
after  their  graduation  from  the  air  cadet  school,  but  it 
is  understood  the  squadron  has  been  broken  up  and  the 
inseparable  Squires  brothers  are  carrying  on  apart  from 
each  other  in  body  but  close  together  in  thoughts.

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A  Candid  Camera  Campus  Study 


THAT  modern  Jeremiah,  Oswald  Spengler,  in  his 
Decline  of  the  Jf'est,  writes  eloquently  of  the  havoc 
wrought  in  our  civilization  by  the  descent  from  the 
perspective  of  the  bird  to  that  of  the  frog.  Nevertheless, 
there  is  something  to  be  said  from  the  frog's-eye  view. 
It  does  give  the  most  vivid  close-up  of  frog  life.  A  college 
campus  is  after  all  a  kind  of  glorified  frog-pond.  It  has 
big  frogs  and  little  frogs.  It  has  dallying  depths  and 
sheltering  nooks.  It  has  a  greenish  scum  of  knowledge 
on  top  and  the  vast  sky  of  unattained  dreams  overhead. 
The  following  survey  of  the  local  collegiate  frog-pond 
is  then  not  from  professorial  binoculars,  but  from  the 
democratic  level  of  dormitory  life.  Seven  upperclassmen 
drew  up  and  circulated  in  the  month  of  February  a  lengthy 
questionnaire.  This  was  answered,  not  in  the  classroom, 
but  in  the  dormitories  and  rooming  houses.  The  answers 
were  anonymous  and,  it  would  seem,  quite  frank.  The 
seven  inquisitors  who  tracked  down  and  tabulated  these 
results  with  considerable  labor  are  herewith  accorded  due 
honor.  Their  names  are;  Francis  P.  Bailey,  Jr.,  Frank  M. 
Blanton,  Roy  W.  Duncan,  John  P.  Sivell,  Charles  F. 
Graham,  Cary  G.  Suter,  and  Oliver  W.  Van  Petten. 

Physical  Development.  About  one-fourth  of  the  inde- 
pendents and  a  fifth  of  the  fraternity  men  found  refuge 
from  the  ails  of  mind  and  body  in  the  college  infirmary 
sometime  during  each  term  and  recuperated  there  under 
the  keen  medical  eye  of  Dr.  Moore  and  the  kindly  ministra- 
tions of  Miss  Delia  Brock.  More  than  four-fifths  of  the 
students  consider  their  health  "good"  or  "excellent." 
Slightly  more  than  fifty  per  cent  smoke.  That  this  is  a 
sociable  habit  can  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  only  a 
third  of  the  non-fraternity  men  indulge  as  compared 
with  two-thirds  of  the  "Greeks."  Forty  per  cent  smoke 
lightly  (less  than  half  a  pack  a  day),  while  the  remainder 
smoke  manly  amounts  up  to  the  rare  extreme  of  three 
packs  a  day.  About  half  drink  tea  or  coffee,  independents 
leaning  more  to  tea,  perhaps  because  they  are  mostly 
patrons  of  the  Club. 

About  forty  per  cent  of  our  students  wear  glasses, 
slightly  more  than  half  of  them  for  reading  only.  Sys- 
tematic daily  exercise  of  an  hour  or  more  each  day  is 
reported  by  only  a  third.  But  the  majority  get  a  physical 
work-out  about  three  days  a  week  on  the  average.  A 
fifth  of  the  independents  and  one-eighth  of  the  fraternity 
men,  however,  exercise  only  one  day  a  week  or  less. 
Perhaps  these  are  the  boys  with  weak  hearts.  Thirty-two 
per  cent  of  the  students  have  been  in  one  or  more  varsity 
sports,  while  a  splendidly  large  proportion  {83%),  pre- 
dominantly fraternity  men,  took  part  in  the  intramural 
sports.  In  the  matter  of  eating  and  sleeping,  we  are 
forced  to  record  a  typical  collegiate  Bohemianism.  Only 
about  three  out  of  every  five  students  get  to  breakfast 
regularly  and  faithfully.  Well  over  half  get  seven  hours 
of  sleep  or  less.  Approximately  one-sixth  subsist  on  six 
hours  of  slumber.  No  doubt  these  facts  account  for  the 
hollow  stares  and  glassy-eyed  droopings  in  the  classroom. 
The  independents,  it  may  be  added,  are  better  about 
breakfast  but  burn  the  midnight  oil  more. 

Social  Life.  More  than  seventy  per  cent  of  our  students 
have  joined  fraternities.     The  overwhelming  majority  of 


the  frat  members  (97%)  feel  that  fraternity  life  has 
benefited  them.  When  the  benefits  are  specified,  it  is 
chiefly  personality  that  they  think  has  been  enhanced, 
character  to  a  lesser  extent.  One-fourth  of  the  "Greeks," 
in  fact,  confess  that  they  cannot  claim  any  development 
of  character  as  the  result  of  their  fraternal  ties.  Inde- 
pendents are  two  to  one  against  recognizing  that  fra- 
ternities are  an  asset  to  their  Alma  Mater.  If  it  came  to 
a  vote  of  all,  however,  regardless  of  affiliation,  fully 
two-thirds  would  declare  social  fraternities  to  be  of 
genuine  value  at  Hampden-Sydney.  A  majority  of  the 
fraternity  men,  we  note,  are  in  favor  of  dormitory  life 
as  opposed  to  living  in  a  fraternity  house.  This  may  be 
because  they  are  accustomed   to  it. 

The  vast  majority  (87%)  of  the  fraternity  men  enjoy 
dancing  and  have  averaged  four  sets  of  dances  this 
session.  Two-thirds  of  the  independents  also  enjoy 
dancing,  they  say,  but  contrive  to  attend  only  a  third  as 
many  dances.  Three  out  of  every  five  fraternity  members 
play  bridge,  but  only  two  out  of  five  independents  have 
been  lured  into  this  fashionable  pastime.  Though 
many  students  have  taken  dancing  lessons,  the  brand 
of  bridge  played  here  is  practically  untutored.  Parties 
are  generally  declared  to  be  better  entertainment  than 
movies  but  the  independents  have  to  solace  themselves 
with  one  party  every  two  or  three  months,  while  the 
Greek  letter  socialites  average  three  times  as  many. 
In  one  respect,  however,  the  non-fraternity  men  are  on 
a  par  with  the  fraternity  men.  Under  war  conditions, 
both  groups  average  almost  two  visits  to  town  per  week. 

The  questions  about  etiquette  reveal  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  students  are  quite  conventional  and  chivalrous 
in  their  formal  behavior  but  rather  sloppy  in  their  attire. 
Ninety  per  cent  affirm  that  they  give  up  their  seats  to 
ladies  on  crowded  buses  and  street-cars  and  nearly  as 
many  stand  when  a  lady  enters  a  room.  But  less  than 
half  "dress  neatly,"  shave  regularly,  or  keep  their  shoes 
shined.  About  sixty  per  cent  are  affluent  enough  to  own 
a  Tuxedo  but  the  fraternity  men  are  twice  as  apt  to 
claim  this  mark  of  civilization  as  the  independents.  Only 
about  five  out  of  every  ten  students  profess  to  "carry 
on  a  polite  conversation  at  table."  Perhaps  the  prandial 
tumult  is  too  deafening. 

Morals.  Our  students  are  almost  equally  divided  on 
the  question  of  women  smoking  but  a  substantial  majority 
firmly  disapprove  of  women  drinking.  Two-thirds  of 
them  agree  that  drinking  is  a  moral  question  rather  than 
a  purely  personal  or  esthetic  matter.  But  not  quite  half 
are  willing  to  say  that  social  drinking  is  altogether  wrong. 
On  all  these  points  the  fraternity  members  are  more 
liberal  than  the  independents.  As  to  actual  practice, 
about  fifty  per  cent  are  total  abstainers.  The  other 
half  admit  partaking  of  beer  or  wine  occasionally  and  a 
smaller  proportion  take  stronger  beverages  occasionally. 
Only  three  per  cent  confess  (anonymously)  that  they 
imbibe  alcohol  frequently.  The  independents,  in  con- 
formity with  their  convictions,  are  more  strict  in  their 
habits  than  the  fraternity  men  and  sixty  per  cent  of 
them  declare  that  thev  never  drink  at  all. 
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A  goodly  majorit)-  are  conservati\'e  on  matters  of  sex, 
holding  for  premarital  chastity  and  disappro\-ing  the 
so-called  "double  standard"  of  morality  for  the  two 
sexes.  A  number''ha\-e  questions  in  their  minds.  Not 
more  than  a  fourth  could  be  said  to  take  the  "worldly" 
rather  than  the  Christian  view  of  these  issues.  Again 
the  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  the  fraternity  men 
tend  to  be  appreciably  more  lax  in  their  views  on  sex 
than  the  independents. 

Religious  Life.  Hampden-Sydney  students  show  them- 
selves in  this  survey,  as  we  have  previously  found,  to  be 
thoroughly  and  devoutly  religious  in  their  beliefs.  Ninety- 
five  per  cent  do  not  believe  that  religion  is  over-empha- 
sized at  Hampden-Sydney.  Ninety-eight  per  cent  believe 
in  God  and  firmly  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son 
of  God.  Almost  as  overwhelming  a  majority  believe 
that  the  Bible  is  the  inspired  Word  of  God.  All  but  a 
very  few  believe  in  a  hell.  Two-thirds  are  in  favor  of 
the  present  church  and  chapel  requirements.  So  much 
for  beliefs.  \\'hen  it  comes  to  religious  practice,  the 
picture,  as  might  be  expected,  is  not  so  bright.  Less 
than  a  fourth  take  any  very  active  part  in  religious  work. 
Not  quite  a  third  keep  abreast  of  the  Christian  world 
by  reading  a  church  paper  or  magazine.  But  about  a 
half  have  a  daily  devotional  period  and  about  ten  per 
cent  more  observe  it  part  of  the  time.  Do  adult  church- 
members  do  better.^ 

Campus  Attitudes.  Two-thirds  of  our  students  are  in 
favor  of  athletic  scholarships  and  also  of  the  policy  of 
competing  with  teams  representing  far  larger  institu- 
tions. A  similar  proportion  hold  that  student  govern- 
ment should  control  the  destruction  of  school  property, 
student  disorders  and  gambling.  Three-fifths  oppose  an 
official  prohibition  of  all  drinking  on  the  campus.  A 
sizable  minority  (40%)  have  grave  doubts  about  the 
working  of  the  honor  system.  There  seem  to  be  two 
reasons  for  this.  One  is  that  only  half  of  our  students 
stand  absolutely  ready  to  report  a  boy  if  they  catch  him 
cheating.  The  other  is  that  there  is  a  very  definite  feel- 
ing on  the  part  of  about  the  same  number  that  expulsion 
is  too  severe  a  penalty  for  the  first  offense.  These  two 
points  are  linked  together  in  the  students'  minds.  The 
only  hint  of  inter-campus  relations  that  we  have  is 
the  majority  opinion  (67%)  that  dating  restrictions  in 
most  girls'  schools  are  too  strict.  This  apparently  mars 
the  perfection  of  the  week-end  exodus  which  the  war 
has  scarcely  interfered  with. 

Curriculum  and  Cultiire.  The  attitude  towards  the 
curriculum  is  in  the  main  conservative.  Four-fifths  favor 
the  two-year  requirement  of  Bible  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
Three-fifths  do  not  want  the  Latin  and  Greek  require- 
ments of  the  B.  A.  degree  lowered  in  any  way.  A  very 
slight  majority  (54%)  are  in  favor  of  courses  in  account- 
ing, business  administration  and  sociology  being  intro- 
duced here.  About  the  same  number  would  like  a  pre- 
marital course  offered.  In  spite  of  heavy  forced  dosings 
with  textbooks,  many  find  time  to  do  outside  reading. 
Approximately  three-fourths  had  read  at  least  one  book 
in  the  month  preceding  the  opening  of  college.  One  had 
read  tw'enty-six  books.  Books  like  The  Moon  is  Down 
and  For  Whom  the  Bell  Tolls  were  prominently  mentioned; 
also  serious  books  like  Victory  Through  Air  Power. 
Checking  the  students'  reading  with  Starch's  List  of  the 
One  Hundred  Greatest  Books  of  the  World,  we  found 
that  upperclassmen  here  had  read  on  the  average  twenty- 
three  of  these,  were  familiar  with  eighteen  more  through 


commentaries  and  indirect  sources.  This  is  about  aver- 
age for  university  undergraduates.  A  typical  group  of 
our  upperclassmen  gave  as  their  consensus  of  choice  the 
following  list  of  "greatest  books":  the  Bible,  Pilgrim's 
Progress,  Macbeth  and  Hamlet,  Paradise  Lost,  Les  Miser- 
ables,  David  Copperfield,  Tom  Sawyer,  War  and  Peace, 
and  Plato's  Republic.  On  current  events,  however,  our 
students  are  not  quite  as  well  informed  as  they  should 
be.  On  Time's  last  multiple-choice  test  of  world  affairs, 
they  averaged  two  points  below  the  collegiate  mean. 

Racial  and  Economic  Attitudes.  Hampden-Sydney 
students,  being  nine-tenths  Southerners,  are  duly  con- 
servative in  their  attitude  towards  the  Negro.  Four- 
fifths  believe  in  segregation  and  in  "Jim  Crow"  laws. 
Three-fourths  would  not  eat  at  the  same  table  with  a 
Negro.  Yet  fifty  per  cent  would  not  object  to  fighting 
in  a  company  of  mixed  troops  (whites  and  Negroes)  in 
our  nation's  defense.  Little  more  than  a  fourth  believe 
that  the  Jew  is  a  disturbing  element  in  this  country. 
Coming  now  to  economic  issues,  our  students  strongly 
oppose  (83%)  the  demand  of  labor  for  the  "closed  shop." 
They  are  convinced  to  a  lesser  degree  (70%)  that  the 
capitalistic  system  is  definitely  superior  to  communism. 
Only  a  fourth  are  in  favor  of  our  country  moving  further 
towards  socialism  after  the  war.  Fully  a  third,  however, 
feel  that  we  are  headed  towards  socialism  in  this  country. 
Only  twenty  per  cent  favor  a  top  limit  (say  $25,000)  to 
incomes  in  peacetime. 

Attitudes  Towards  the  New  World  Order.  A  large 
majority  (74%)  of  our  students  are  definitely  in  favor 
of  the  United  States  giving  complete  support  to  some 
set-up  for  international  government  after  the  war.  A 
much  smaller  majority  (55%)  believe  that  the  Axis 
nations  should  be  completely  subjugated  and  policed 
for  a  period  of  years  after  victory  is  won.  Less  than  a 
third  (28%)  think  that  India  should  be  given  complete 
independence  from  Great  Britain.  Eighty-six  per  cent, 
alas,  do  not  think  that  this  will  be  the  last  great  World  War. 
Two-thirds  are  ready  to  advocate  conscription  or  some 
term  of  compulsory  military  training  for  all  young  men 
to  be  continued  after  the  present  war. 

In  the  Meantime.  Life  work  ambitions  have,  of  course, 
been  drastically  upset  by  world  events  but  the  great 
majority  of  our  students  expect  to  resume  their  pro- 
fessional studies  when  peace  returns  to  the  earth.  When 
occupational  choices  are  listed,  the  professions  still 
strongly  predominate  but  with  a  more  scientific  emphasis. 
Medicine,  the  ministry,  engineering  and  chemistry  are 
the  most  favored  vocations.  There  are  twice  as  many 
would-be  doctors  as  usual,  less  than  half  as  many  future 
lawyers  and  teachers.  As  to  war  preferences,  on  paper 
there  is  a  tie  between  the  Navy  and  the  air  forces,  with 
the  Army  and  Marines  trailing  far  behind.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  one  hundred  and  eight  of  our  students  enlisted 
this  session  in  the  naval  reserve,  fifty-two  in  the  Army 
reserve  and  twelve  in  the  Marine  reserve.  How  many 
will  end  up  in  the  various  air  forces  seems  uncertain  but 
probably  many  less  than  the  number  voicing  ambition 
to  fly  in  the  questionnaires.  With  all  this  cosmic  uproar, 
with  their  friends  being  rapidly  called  into  active  service 
and  with  the  grim  realities  of  war  looming  ever  closer 
before  them,  can  our  students  concentrate  on  their 
studies  at  all.'  Let  us  reserve  faculty  opinions  for  the 
present.  Quizzed  about  their  work  and  play  schedules, 
a  few  students  were  facetious  but  the  majority  gave 
serious  estimates.   The  average  undergraduate  here  claims 
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to  keep  his  nose  in  a  book  three  hours  a  day,  outside  of 
classes  or  lab,  and  loafs  3.6  hours  per  diem.  Allowing 
for  three  to  four  hours  a  day  in  Morton  and  Bagby  Halls, 
this  is  less  than  a  forty-hour  week  of  "mental  labor." 
Some  do  not  study  at  all,  others  sixty  hours  a  week. 
The  college  campus  is  evidently  still  the  freest  spot  on 
the  globe.  As  to  the  kind  of  loafing  that  fills  the  fleeting 
hours,  we  hear  that  "bulling  about  what  Uncle  Sam 
will  do  with  us"  is  the  favorite  pastime.

THE  death  of  Mrs.  Tucker  Graham  on  February  28, 
1943,  is  a  matter  of  grief  to  a  host  of  relatives  and 
friends.  She  was  closely  connected  with  Hampden- 
Sydney,  not  only  as  the  wife  of  its  former  President, 
Dr.  Tucker  Graham,  but  by  a  long  line  of  kin  who  had 
attended  and  supported  the  College  since  its  foundation. 

Lilian  Gordon  Baskerville  was  born  at  Buena  Vista 
plantation,  near  South  Hill,  Mecklenburg  County,  Va., 
December  11,  1862.  This  meant  that  her  childhood 
and  youth  were  spent  in  the  trying  days  of  reconstruc- 
tion and  later  post-bellum  difficulties.  But  from  her 
parents,  and  the  long  line  of  cultivated  and  gentle  folk 
from  whom  she  sprung,  she  received  the  standards  of  a 
way  of  life  so  fine  and  high  it  could  triumph  over  material 
discouragements.  These  standards  of  mind  and  spirit 
she  notably  put  into  practice  in  her  own  living,  and  was 
able  to  pass  on  to  those  with  whom  she  came  into  inti- 
mate contact. 

Her  life  was  outwardly  quiet  and  uneventful.  Like 
most  Southern  gentlewomen,  she  was  educated  by  pri- 
vate tutors.  Later  she  was  a  student  at  the  famous  old 
Sunnyside  Seminary  near  Clarksville,  \'a.,  where  she 
received  rigid  and  careful  training  by  the  intrepid  Misses 
Carrington.  She  always  looked  back  on  this  part  of  her 
life  with  affection,  humour,  and  gratitude. 

During  her  girlhood  she  was  a  frequent  visitor  on  The 
Hill,  in  the  home  of  her  cousin.  Professor  James  R. 
Thornton.  Her  wit,  charm,  and  sweetness  marked  her 
for  a  notable  belle  among  College  and  Seminary  students. 

For  several  years  she  served  as  a  governess  in  Augusta 
and  Prince  Edward  County  families.  It  was  during  this 
time,  when  she  was  in  the  home  of  Dr.  Joseph  DuPuy 
Eggleston,  physician  living  near  Hampden-Sydney,  that 
she  became  engaged  to  the  promising  young  Seminary 
student.  Tucker  Graham.  Mr.  Graham  and  his  dis- 
tinguished forebears  are  too  well  known  to  readers  of 
the  Record  to  require  comment  here. 

They  were  married  at  "Eagle  Point,"  Mecklenburg 
County,  August  12,  1 891.  They  went  immediately  to 
Japan,  where  he  was  to  be  a  missionary.  Here  their 
daughter,  Alice,  now  Mrs.  Henry  Bedinger,  was  born. 

Because  of  his  ill  health  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Graham  returned 
after  five  years,  and  he  became  pastor  of  the  Fayetteville 
Presbyterian  Church  in  North  Carolina.  From  there 
Mr.  Graham  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Farmville,  Va.  In  1908  Dr.  Graham 
became  President  of  Hampden-Sydney,  and  it  was  in 
the  capacity  of  hostess  of  "Penshurst"  that  Mrs.  Graham's 


faithful  and  notable  service  to  the  College  was  made.  In 
an  era  when  women  were  obsessed  with  emancipating 
themselves  from  household  duties  and  making  a  stir  in 
the  outside  world,  it  is  refreshing  to  recall  Mrs. 
Graham's  quiet  and  lovely  life.  Her  home  was  beautifully 
run  in  its  appointments.  As  the  President's  wife  she 
made  "Penshurst"  a  centre  of  hospitality  for  students  and 
visitors  to  the  College.  She  surrounded  her  daughter 
with  such  a  bevy  of  delightful  young  people  that  those 
fortunate  enough  to  participate  in  the  life  remember  the 
period  as  a  little  idyll. 

Her  keen  understanding  and  appreciation  of  young 
people  and  her  tireless  eflforts  to  contribute  to  their 
happiness,  made  her  especially  beloved  by  them.  Scores, 
now  in  middle  life,  are  keenly  aware  of  having  profited 
by  her  generous  understanding,  and  of  having  learned 
many  lessons  from  her  in  the  grace  of  living. 

She  was  a  repository  of  knowledge  and  traditions  of 
the  Old  South.  Her  accurate  memory  and  ability  to 
make  old  days  and  old  ways  living  and  vivid,  was  a  rich 
gift  to  young  people  who  grew  up  about  her.  She  was 
steeped  in  the  classics,  and  was  sensitively  appreciative  of 
modern  writing.  She  was  warmly  loyal  to  kin,  near 
and  remote,  and  to  old  friends,  yet  she  was  no  less  gener- 
ously outgoing  to  new  people  as  they  came  into  her  life. 

Her  contribution  was  a  rich  one,  her  influence  one 
that  will  not  soon  be  lost.  She  leaves  in  the  hearts  of 
those  who  knew  her  an  honoured  and  warmly  loved 
memory.  Elizabeth  Carrington  Eggleston

Kaleidoscope  Dedicated  to  Dr.  Gilmer 

THE  first  Kaleidoscope  was  issued  in  1893,  the  late 
Dandridge  Spottswood  being  its  editor  and  namer. 
The  volume  this  year  celebrates,  therefore,  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  this  student  publication.  In  his  foreword 
the  Editor,  Thomas  A.  Combellick,  of  Catonsville,  Md., 
says:  "Working  on  our  fiftieth  anniversary  copy,  it  is  the 
aim  of  the  staff  to  present  a  volume  that  will  help  you  carry 
with  you  the  cherished  memories  of  our  last  year  to- 
gether before  we  are  separated  by  the  great  war  that  we 
face."  As  this  is  written  (April  1st),  the  editorial  and 
business  staff,  with  one  exception,  have  gone  into  some 
branch  of  the  service.  Months  before,  the  staff  had 
worked  with  the  aim  of  getting  out  the  annual  before  the 
war  called,  and  this  purpose  was  accomplished.  The  book 
was  distributed  to  the  students  on  March  27th.  It  is 
dedicated  to  Doctor  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  '23,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Physics.  The  dedication  is  in  these  words: 
"For  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  in  his  classes 
and  on  the  campus,  he  has  won  our  respect.  For  adding 
greater  burdens  to  his  already  overtaxed  schedule,  he  has 
our  gratitude.  For  understanding  our  individual  needs 
and  wants  and  for  setting  an  example  of  a  true  Christian 
life,  he  has  won  our  admiration.  To  Thomas  Edward 
Gilmer,  Ph.  D.,  scientist,  teacher,  and  friend,  we  dedicate 
this  volume." 

(Note:  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  here  that  several  years 
before  his  death  the  great  Doctor  J.  H.  C.  Bagby,  asked  to  suggest  some 
one  as  his  possible  successor,  designated  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  his  then 
assistant.) 

Old  Songs  in  the  New  Dawn 

By  Stanhope  Henry 

The  College  Library  has  received  from  Mrs.  Stanhope 
Henry  a  book  of  verse  written  by  her  husband.  The 
College  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the  little  volume. 

iMr.  Henry  was  a  well  known  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  of  the  Class  of  1887  and  is  remembered  by  many 
with   admiration   and  esteem.  His  college  mates  vividly 
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recall  his  spirited  orations  and  debates  before  the  old 
Philanthropic  literary  society,  and  the  general  concensus 
was  that  he  showed  some  of  the  qualities  of  his  great 
ancestor,  Patrick  Henry. 

The  volume,  "Old  Songs  in  the  New  Dawn,"  covers  a 
variety  of  themes,  all  of  them  essential  to  the  thought  and 
feeling  of  the  poet.  Air.  Henry  is  especially  at  home  in 
the  sonnet  form.  He  uses  it  in  a  series  of  meditations  on 
King  Arthur's  court;  and  again,  both  in  isolated  sonnets 
and  in  series,  for  the  treatment  of  the  age-old  problems 
that  confront  the  human  spirit.  These  sonnets  show  a 
poet's  absorption  with  the  eternal  mystery  of  man's 
relation  to  the  infinitudes  of  power  and  vastness,  loveliness 
and  beauty  of  the  Universe. 

One  interesting  set  of  themes  deals  with  the  humbler 
elements  of  living.  "The  Old  Slave  Graveyard,"  "The 
Bumble-Bee,"  "The  Cricket,"  and  "The  Wren"  are 
examples. 

The  poems  are  full  of  reverent  religious  feeling  and 
knowledge  of  spiritual  values. 

The  College,  as  well  as  old  friends  of  Mr.  Henry,  thank 
Mrs.  Henrv  for  this  little  volume.

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GAIXES.  Dr.  Clement  Carrington  Gaines,  died  January  13,  1943. 
He  was  born  in  Charlotte  County,  March  15,  1857,  the  eldest  son  of 
Major  and  Mrs.  Richard  \'enable  Gaines;  he  took  his  collegiate  course 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  his  law  course  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  Having  taught  for  several  years  before  studying  law.  he 
practiced  law  in  Chicago  for  a  time,  and  then  became  connected  with  the 
Eastman  Business  College  as  professor  of  Commercial  and  Business  Law. 
Later  he  became  President  of  the  Eastman  S)"stem  in  Poughkeepsle  and 
New  York,  and  held  this  position  until  1932  when  failing  health  caused 
his  retirement.  He  was  a  prominent  man  in  the  State  of  his  adoption; 
he  became  a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Board  of  Education  in 
1886;  he  was  the  organizer  and  first  president  of  the  Xew  York  State 
Association  of  Registered  Business  Schools;  he  was  a  delegate  to  the 
Second  Pan-.\merican  Scientific  Congress  in  Washington  in  1915.  Dr. 
Gaines  was  a  member  of  many  learned  societies,  of  the  \  irginia  Societ;' 
of  the  Cincinnati,  and  of  the  Lotus  Club. 

In  igio  the  University  of  Syracuse  conferred  the  degree  of  LL.  D. 
upon  him,  in  recognition  of  his  influence  in  the  field  of  Business  Educa- 
tion and  because  of  his  writings  on  commerical  subjects. 

Surviving  are  his  second  wife  (before  her  marriage  Miss  Elizabeth 
Castle);  two  sons.  Clement  C.,Jr.,  and  Richard  \'enable;  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  J.  L  Brennig  and  Mrs.  .\.  A.  Henbec.  both  of  New  York;  and  a 
sister,  Miss  Mattie  Watkins  Gaines.  Funeral  services  were  conducted 
at  the  family  cemeterj'  at  "Do  Well,"  the  ancestral  home  in  Charlotte 
County,  \"a. 

RAGL.^ND.  During  the  winter,  news  was  received  here  of  the  death 
of  Mrs.  William  Henry  Ragland,  wife  of  William  H.  Ragland,  one  of  the 
few  surviving  members  of  the  Class  of  1880.  Mrs.  Ragland  died  suddenly 
on  December  24,  1942,  at  her  home  in  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  on  the  day  after 
her  husband  had  returned  from  a  lengthy  stay  in  a  hospital  where  he 
had  been  under  treatment.  The  Record  has  received  no  details;  but 
the  staff  desires  to  express  sympathy  for  this  venerable  and  loyal  alumnus 
in  the  time  of  his  bereavement  and  sorrow. 

HENRY.  A  few  of  the  older  alumni  will  remember  Thomas  Stanhope 
Henry  of  the  Class  of  1887,  great  grandson  of  Mr.  Patrick  Henry,  the 
Revolutionary  patriot  and  charter  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  Many  thought  that  there  were  points  of 
resemblance   between   the  descendant   and   his  distinguished   ancestor. 

There  were  the  same  figure,  the  same  high  forehead,  the  same  style  of 
walk,  the  same  show  of  oratorical  aptitude.  This  courteous  and  courtly 
gentleman  died  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  in  Baltimore,  December 
4,  1942,  after  a  brief  illness.  His  late  residence  was  at  Seat  Pleasant. 
Md..  where  he  had  li\'ed  since  1937.  There  were  two  children, John  and 
Mary — who  died  before  their  father;  his  wife,  Mrs.  .\nnie  Louise  Henry, 
alone  survives;  she  was  daughter  of  John  Nicholas  Brown,  of  Bucking- 
ham Co.,  Va.,  and  Annie  Yiddings  of  a  family  that  went  to  Texas  before 
the  Battle  of  San  Jacinto.  For  many  years  Mr.  Henry  resided  in  Texas, 
and  was  prominent  there. 

Mr.  Henry  was  a  writer,  .\mong  his  published  works  is  a  book  of 
poems — "Old  Songs  in  the  New  Dawn."  We  think  it  may  be  said  that 
Stanhope  Henry  upheld  the  traditions  and  ideals  of  a  distinguished 
family. 

LACY.  From  childhood  Miss  Lena  Lacy  had  made  her  home  in 
Lewisburg,  W.  Va.;  but,  to  be  with  relatives,  she  had  moved  to  the 
Valley  of  Virginia  a  few  months  before  her  death  which  occurred  in 
Harrisonburg,  \'a.,  in  February  last.  Miss  Lacy  was  a  great-grand- 
daughter of  Reverend  Drury  Lacy,  D.  D.,  of  "Ararat,"  Prince  Edward 
County,  Va.,  Vice  President  and  President,  pro  tern  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  1 789-1 797.  She  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  Matthew 
Lyle  Lacy,  of  the  Class  of  1853,  who  was  a  Trustee  of  the  College,  1873- 
1912.    Several  of  the  alumni  of  the  College  were  her  brothers. 

Miss  Lacy  was  active  in  church  and  community  affairs  in  Lewisburg; 
she  was  for  a  time  matron  of  the  Junior  School  of  the  Greenbrier  Mili- 
tary School — an  institution  founded  by  her  father  and  later  developed 
by  Colonel  H.  B.  Moore,  '03,  into  one  of  the  great  fitting  schools  of 
the  country. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  from  the  Old  Stone  Presbyterian 
Church  in  which  this  good  lady  had  labored  so  long  and  so  fruitfully. 
Former    members  of    her  Sunday  school   class    served    as    pallbearers. 

Her  Christian  influence  and  friendly  smile  will  live  long  in  the  hearts 
of  all  who  knew  and  loved  her. 

LACY.  Rev.  William  Sterling  Lacy,  D.  D.,  a  native  of  Eldorado, 
.■\rk.,  died  at  Booneville,  Ark.,  January  27,  1943,  at  the  age  of  68.  For 
most  of  his  adult  life  he  had  been  a  friend  of  education  and  connected  with 
educational  institutions.  In  1910-11,  he  was  Held  Secretary  for  the 
Union  Theological   Seminary,   in   Richmond.      For  a   time   he   was   an 


Official  of  the  Peace  Institute  of  Raleigh,  N.  C.  From  1916  to  1923  he 
was  President  of  Arkansas  College  at  Batesville,  Ark.,  and  again  from 
1932  to  the  time  of  his  retirement  from  active  service.  For  a  period  of 
years  he  was  Executive  Secretary  of  Southwestern  at  Memphis;  and  from 
1930  to  1932,  he  was  Superintendent  of  Presbyterian  Schools  and  Colleges 
in  Mississippi. 

Dr.  Lacy  was  the  father  of  three  of  the  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  the  College  of  his  ancestors  and  kinsmen:  William  S.  Lacy,  Jr., 
'29;  Edward  Lewis  Lacy,  '29,  and  Joseph  Eugene  Lacy,  '34. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Eldorado. 

M.-VBEN.  The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  of  January  25,  1943,  an- 
nounced the  death  of  Mr.  Richard  David  .Maben,  of  Blackstone,  Va., 
which  occurred  in  a  Richmond  hospital  on  January  24.  He  was  born  in 
.Amelia  County,  Va.,  .\pril  23,  i860,  but  had  made  his  home  in  Black- 
stone  more  than  fifty  years.  He  married  Miss  Jennie  Hite,  November  3, 
1886.  There  were  seven  children,  among  whom  is  Edward  Theodorick 
Maben,  '27,  in  times  of  peace  .Area  Manager  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Potomac  Company,  but  now  Captain,  U.  S.  A.,  Signal  Corps. 

ROBERTSON.  Thomas  Henderson  Robertson,  '19,  died  at  the 
University  Hospital,  Charlottesville,  Va.,  Sunday,  ^Iarch  28,  1943, 
following  an  extended  illness.  He  was  born  at  Bon  .Air,  Va.,  son  of  Mrs. 
.Anna  Baird  Robertson  and  the  late  Beverley  H.  Robertson.  On  October 
25,  1920,  he  married  Miss  Mary  Wingfield  Nisbet  of  Macon,  Ga.,  who 
survives  him.  He  is  also  survived  by  his  brother,  Clarence  B.  Robert- 
son, '15,  of  Norfolk,  Va. 

Mr.  Robertson  was  buried  at  Blackstone,  Va.,  President  Edgar  G. 
Gammon,  of  Hampden-Sydney,  conducting  the  service.  Serving  as 
pallbearers  were  P.  Tulane  .Atkinson  and  George  L.  Walker  from  the 
College  and  Thomas  J.  Mcllwaine  from  Farmville. 

Thomas  Robertson  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  I;  was  overseas, 
serving  as  a  corporal  in  Battery  B,  Sixteenth  .Artillery.  After  his  return 
to  .America  he  became  a  merchandise  broker  with  offices  in  Clarksburg, 
VV".  Va.,  and  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  He  was  distinguished  for  his  courteous 
manners,  his  tremendous  energy,  and  his  faithful  fulfillment  of  all  his 
appointments.  He  had  an  abiding  interest  in  Hampden-Sydney  and 
always  responded  when  there  was  a  service  he  could  do  his  alma  mater. 

CH.AMBLISS.  Roger  S.  Chambliss,  father  of  R.  Lee,  '08,  and  Geo. 
F.,  "12,  and  grandfather  of  R.  Lee,  Jr.,  '35,  died  on  March  10, 1943,  at  his 
home  near  Rawlings,  \  a.  This  good  citizen  of  Brunswick  County  was 
for  many  years  an  elder  in  Concord  Presbyterian  Church  and  his  body 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cemetery  there. 

THWE.ATT.  Mr.  Frank  F.  Thweatt,  father  of  Frank  F.,  Jr.,  '21, 
-Archer  B.,  '28,  and  Jas.  .A.,  '36,  died  at  his  home  in  Petersburg,  Va., 
March  21,  1943.  In  addition  to  his  three  sons  he  is  survived  by  two 
daughters,  five  brothers,  and  one  sister. 

Mr.  Thweatt  was  widely  known  in  real  estate  circles  and  was  an  active 
participant  in  all  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  community.  For 
a  long  time  he  served  as  an  elder  in  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
his  native  city. 

SHIRLEY.  -Attorney  George  Peabody  Shirley  died  at  his  home  in 
W.  Va.,  February  23,  1943.  He  was  the  father  of  our  alumnus,  the  Rev. 
John  G.  Shirley,  '34,  of  Beckley,  W.  \'a.  .As  an  attorney  Mr.  Shirley  had 
been  associated  with  a  number  of  well-known  trials  in  circuit  court,  but 
on  account  of  impaired  health  he  had  not  been  able  to  practice  for  several 
years.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  (nee  Minnie  Talbott), four  children,  and 
a  brother  and  sister. 

GHISELIN.  .An  extended  account  of  the  passing  of  one  of  our  oldest 
alumni  is  carried  in  The  Independent,  of  Shepherdstown,  W.  Va.,  dated 
February  24,  1943.  This  alumnus  is  the  Reverend  Charles  Ghiselin,  D.  D., 
of  the  class  of  1874.  He  died  in  Shepherdstown  on  February  23,  1943, 
and  was  buried  in  Elmwood  cemetery  near  Shepherdstown. 

On  January  26th,  Doctor  Ghiselin  celebrated  his  90th  birthday  and  at 
the  time  appeared  in  excellent  spirits  and  good  physical  condition.  Soon 
after  his  birthday,  he  had  a  fall  and  the  effects  from  this  hastened  his 
death. 

The  account  in  the  paper  concludes  as  follows: 

Dr.  Ghiselin  was  born  January  26,  1853,  in  Norfolk,  Va.  He  was 
educated  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.,  and 
at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  which  was  then  located  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  For  a  period  between  college  and  seminary  he  taught  in  Mc- 
Quire's  Classical  School,  Richmond,  Va.  Hampden-Sydney  conferred 
the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  him  in  1895. 

He  was  licensed  by  East  Hanover  Presbytery,  May  3,  1879,  and  was 
ordained  at  Berkeley  Springs,  where  he  stayed  about  3  years.  He  began 
his  ministry  at  Shepherdstown  and  Kearneysville  in  November,  1883, 
and  was  installed  at  the  same  churches,  December  9,  1883. 

On  September  28,  1927,  Winchester  Presbytery  acted  on  his  resignation 
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as  pastor  at  Shepherdstown  and  Keanicysville,  to  be  effective  on  De- 
cember 1 1,  1927,  the  Sunday  nearest  the  44th  anniversary  of  his  installa- 
tion as  pastor  here.  Tor  a  period  of  nearly  five  years,  beginning  June  30, 
1903,  Dr.  Ghiselin  was  pastor  at  Shcphcrdstown  alone,  his  ministry  at 
Kearnevsvillc  being  resumed  April   i,   190S. 

During  his  long  and  successful  pastorate  here,  Dr.  Ghiselin  made  and 
held  manv  friends,  not  alone  in  his  congregation,  but  in  the  community 
as  well,  aiid  his  death  will  be  noted  with  great  sorrow  and  regret  among  his 
host  of  friends  and  well-wishers. 

Dr.  Ghiselin,  while  of  the  modest,  retiring  type,  was  well  read  and 
highly  educated.  He  had  one  of  the  best  of  memories.  His  sermons  were 
delivered  Sunday  after  Sunday  without  notes  or  manuscript,  and  his 
sermons  were  gems  of  thought,  diction,  accuracy  and  eloquence. 

He  is  survived  bv  Mrs.  \'irginia  Reinhart  Ghiselin,  his  second  wife, 
and  Miss  Christine  Ghiselin,  of  Washington,  a  daughter  b>-  this  marriage. 
His  first  w^ife,  who  died  in  191 1,  was  Fannie  Brown  Morrison,  of  Rock- 
bridge Baths,  Va.  He  is  also  survived  by  two  sons  of  this  marriage. 
Rev.  Charles  Ghiselin,  of  New  York,  and  Rev.  S,  M.  Ghiselin,  of  Virginia. 

SHELDON.  The  Hampden-Sydney  friends  of  Rear  .Admiral  Luther 
Sheldon,  "03,  grieve  with  him  over  the  death  of  his  brilliant  son.  Lieu- 
tenant \Vm.  DuBose  Sheldon,  which  occurred  on  March  10  at  Marine 
Corps  Air  Station.  El  Centro,  Cal,  Interment  was  in  the  Arlington 
National  Cemetery.  Lieutenant  Sheldon  entered  the  Navy  as  an  Ensign 
in  Februarv,  1942,  and  was  promoted  twice,  the  last  one,  follow-ing  six 
weeks  of  hard  fighting  in  the  Guadalcanal  region,  being  to  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant.  -A  graduate  of  Princeton  and  then  of  the  Harvard  Law 
School,  young  Sheldon  became  associated  with  a  leading  law  firm  of 
Washington  and  at  the  time  of  his  volunteering  for  the  service  had  be- 
come an  expert  in  laws  having  to  do  with  aviation.  Besides  his  father. 
Lieutenant  Sheldon  is  survived  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  John  F.  Taggart  of 
Washington,  D.  C. 

LEWIS.  The  Charleston  (W.  \"a. ).  papers  carried  notices  of  the  death 
of  Mr.  C.  C.  Lewis,  Jr.,  of  the  class  of  1SS7.  He  died  in  Charleston  on 
March  4,  1943.  He  had  been  in  ill  health  for  three  years  and  had  not  been 
active  in  business  for  ten  years.  Many  of  the  alumni  will  recall  that  Mr. 
Lewis  was  the  father  of  "Cam"  (C.  C.  Lewis  III,  '13),  great  athlete, 
fine  soldier,  and  lovable  character  who  lost  his  life  in  an  automobile 
accident  about  fifteen  years  ago.  .After  announcing  that  the  funeral 
services  would  be  held  from  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  which  he 
was  a  member,  the  Gazette  stated  that  Mr.  Lewis  was  the  retired  vice- 
president  of  the  Lewis-Hubbard  Company,  wholesale  grocers.  He  had 
likewise  served  as  treasurer  of  the  company.  Other  data  in  regard  to 
this  esteemed  gentleman  were  recorded  as  follows: 

He  was  state  Democratic  chairman  at  the  time  of  Gov.  Cornwell's 
election  and  also  was  one  of  the  instigators  of  the  good  roads  program  in 
West  \"irginia. 

He  was" born  at  Maiden  on  August  28,  1865,  the  son  of  Charles  C.  and 
Betty  Wilson  Lewis.  His  father,  who  figured  in  the  salt  manufacturing 
indu'strv  in  Kanawha  County,  and  P.  H.  Noyes  orgatiized  the  whole- 
sale firm  in  1882.  His  grandfather,  John  D.  Lewis,  a  native  of  Bath,  \'a., 
settled  first  in  Mason  County  and  later  acquired  large  tracts  of  coal  and 
salt  land  at  the  mouth  of  Campbell's  Creek. 

Mr.  Lewis  was  educated  in  Charleston  public  schools  and  attended 
Kanawha  Military  School  and  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Lee  Lewis;  a  son,  Frank  P.,  and  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  Margaret  Lynn  Lewis  Carruthers,  of  Charleston;  two 
sisters,  ^irs.  Charles  Stacy,  of  Lewisburg,  and  Mrs.  Josephine  -Armstrong, 
of  New  York  City,  and  five  grandchildren. 

PAA'NE.  James  Monroe  Payne,  Jr..  '07,  died  in  Charleston,  W.  \'a.,  on 
March  16,  1943.  He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  several  years  and  a  few 
days  before  his  death  had  suffered  a  stroke  of  paralysis.  This  fact  was 
reported  bv  his  brother,  Col.  Abney  Payne,  '04.  .Another  brother,  Francis. 
'13,  gave  liis  life  in  France  in  World  War  I.  Before  ill  health  developed, 
Mr.  Payne  was  very  active  in  business,  ser\-ing  as  general  manager  for 
the  Shelby  &  Alle  Co.,  Binghampton,  N.  Y.,  and  with  the  Dunbar  Flint 
Glass  Co.,  of  Charleston,  in  a  similar  capacity. 

WOOL.  We  learn  with  sorrow  of  the  passing  of  another  member  of  the 
Class  of  1S87.  -A  sudden  heart  attack  on  March  3,  1943,  brought  an  end 
to  the  earthly  life  of  Theodore  Jackson  Wool,  age  77.  This  good  man  had 
spent  most  of  his  life  as  an  active  and  useful  citizen  of  Portsmouth  and 
Norfolk,  \'&.  His  death  occurred  at  his  residence,  715  Colonial  Ave.. 
Norfolk.  That  thoughtful  alumnus  and  interested  trustee.  Dr.  W.  H.  T. 
Squires,  has  sent  the  Record  a  copy  of  the  Norfolk  J'irginian  Pilot  of 
March  6th  which  gives  such  a  good  running  account  of  the  career  of  our 
distinguished  alumnus  that  we  are  using  it,  in  part,  herein.  The  paper 
does  not  state  that  two  of  the  sons  are  also  alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
D.  Todd,  '13,  and  T.  J.,  Jr., '19. 

Mr.  Wool  was  the  son  of  the  late  James  Craig  and  Mrs.  Elira  Demarest 
Wool.  A  native  of  Nyack.  N.  Y.,  lie  began  as  a  school  teacher  in  Ports- 
mouth after  his  parents  moved  South  early  in  his  youth.  He  was  princi- 
pal of  a  Portsmouth  grade  school. 


\\  hile  continuing  as  a  teacher,  he  read  law  in  his  spare  time,  subse- 
quently being  graduated  from  the  University  of  X'irginia  Law  School 
during  a  summer  term.  His  previous  education  was  received  at  .McCabes 
School  in  Petersburg  and  at  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

JVorkedfor  Exposition 

For  the  last  55  \'ears,  he  resided  in  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  practicing 
law  in  both  cities  for  45  years  or  more.  He  was  attorney  for  the  Colum- 
bia Peanut  Company.  One  of  the  more  interested  parties  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Jamestown  Exposition,  he  was  engaged  actively  in  getting  up 
land  titles  to  the  property  from  the  time  the  exposition  closed  in  1907 
until  1914.  in  the  \\ilson  .Administration.  This  property,  through  efforts 
of  many,  including  .Mr.  Wool,  then  was  sold  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment for  the  site  of  the  present  Naval  Operating  Base. 

Enterprises  in  which  Mr.  Wool  took  a  leading  role  included  the  develop- 
ment of  Grove  Park  section  in  Norfolk  County;  at  one  time,  the  ferry 
plying  between  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth;  and  part  ownership  in  the 
Portsmouth,  Berklej'  and  Suffolk  Water  Works.  This  business  property 
later  was  sold  to  the  .American  Water  Works  and  Electric  Company, 
subsequently  being  sold  by  that  company  to  the  City  of  Portsmouth. 
For  the  part  he  played  in  completing  this  transaction  successfully,  Mr. 
Wool  was  presented  a  gold  watch  valued  at  approximately  ?  1,000.00. 

Active  in  SJR 

Mr.  W  ool  was  a  member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Sons  of 
the  .American  Revolution,  the  \'irginia  Club,  the  Norfolk,  Portsmouth, 
and  the  Virginia  State  Bar  -Association.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Society  of  the  S.AR  from  about  1895,  and  a  member  of  the  Norfolk 
chapter  since  its  organization  in   1924. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Esther  Todd  Wool;  a  daughter,  Miss 
Esther  Wool,  of  Norfolk;  four  sons,  Theodore  Jackson  Wool,  Jr.,  John 
Ellis  and  Joseph  Craig  Wool,  all  of  Norfolk,  and  Todd  Wool,  of  New 
A'ork;  four  grandchildren  and  several  nieces  and  nephews. 

Funeral  sen-ices  were  conducted  by  Dr.  J.  L.  MacMillan,  pastor  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Dr.  W.  H.  T.  Squires,  pastor  of  Ingleside 
Presbyterian  Church. 

GR.AH.AM.  The  Record  is  advised  of  the  death  in  Roanoke  on  July 
14,  1942,  of  David  Graham,  of  the  Class  of  1893.  No  details  were  given, 
though  it  has  been  known  for  some  time  that  Mr.  Graham  was  in  poor 
health.  Farming  and  business  were  the  two  activities  that  had  engaged 
most  of  his  attention  when  his  health  was  good.  He  was  one  of  four 
brothers  to  attend  Hampden-Sydnev,  the  others  being  W.  T.,  '94,  Jas. 
M.,  '06,  Robt.  C,  '06. 

COLBERT.  We  are  distressed  to  learn  of  the  death  of  Eugene  A. 
Colbert,  on  October  6,  1942.  Doubtless  notice  of  this  was  in  some  of  the 
State  papers  at  the  time,  but  only  recently  has  the  attention  of  the 
alumni  office  been  called  to  the  sad  occurrence.  This  popular  alumnus  of 
theClassof  I9i6was  burned  to  death  in  the  large  farmhouse  on  the  family 
estate  near  Warrenton,  Va.  There  he  had  lived  with  his  sister,  Mrs. 
Virginia  B.  Peterson  and,  in  addition  to  farming,  our  friend,  "Dick," 
had  been  a  special  agent  for  the  Equitable  Life  -Assurance  Society.  The 
origin  of  the  fire  is  not  known.  At  the  time  the  sister  was  away  from  home 
and  the  nearest  neighbors  could  not  ascertain  the  cause.  The  brother 
may  have  come  in  to  find  the  house  on  fire  (it  occurred  at  night)  and  in 
trying  to  save  some  of  the  belongings  was  overcome  by  the  smoke  and 
flames.

THE  task  of  building  virtually  an  entirely  new  base- 
ball team  faces  Coach  Frank  Summers  for  his  first  dia- 
mond season  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Yet,  despite 
a  scarcity  of  players  and  a  curtailment  of  schedule. 
Summers  declares  that  baseball  prospects  for  the  Tigers 
are  "fairly  good"  as  compared  with  the  picture  in  simi- 
larly handicapped  State  schools. 

Twenty-five  men  reported  for  the  first  week  of  practice 
in  Death  Valley,  but  there  are  only  four  letter  men  left 
from  last  year's  state  championship  Tiger  team.  With 
these  as  a  nucleus.  Summers  must  construct  a  nine 
capable  of  defending  the  shaky  crown  which  is  claimed 
both  by  the  Tigers  and  \  irginia  Tech. 

Last  season  the  Tigers  dropped  only  three  State  col- 
legiate games — one  to  Virginia,  another  to  Roanoke 
College  and  split  a  bill  with  Richmond.  Their  claim  to 
the  State  title  rests  on  the  fact  that  they  beat  Tech  one 
game  and  tied  the  Techmen  in  another. 

SCHEDULE  INCOMPLETE 

The  Tiger  schedule  is  as  yet  incomplete,  but  Coach 
Summers  said  that  at  least  14  games  are  assured.  The 
card  will  be  limited  to  games  within  the  State,  against 
colleges  and  service  teams. 

Thus  far,  arrangements  for  games  have  been  made 
with  Virginia,  Medical  College,  Richmond,  Randolph- 
Macon,  Lynchburg,  William  and  Mary,  and  Camp 
Pickett,  but  the  dates  have  not  been  closed.  Tech,  as 
}-et,  is  not  on  the  slate.

Possible 
replacements  for  the  infield  include  Curt  Wagner,  Russ 
Bebeau  and  two  talented  freshmen. 

Freshmen  Ed  Gouldin  and  Jeff  Hawley  may  be  just 
the  men  to  fill  out  the  infield.  Gouldin  entered  school  at 
the  March  term  from  St.  Christopher's,  where  he  was 
baseball  captain-elect.  Hawley  starred  at  Philadelphia's 
Episcopal  Academy.
